There were several versions of this receiver, which was made as you 
say in the 1940's. The common ones are EC-1, EC-1A (which is very 
different from the EC-1) and EC-1B, which was made just after the war 


and was the precursor of the S-38. Echophone was a division of Hallicrafters. 


There was also a EC-2, EC-3 and a few others. 


>From your description you most likely have a EC-1A or -1B. I have 

a EC-1B, brought at a garage sale for $2 a few years ago and after 
replacing the filter caps is in regular use to listen to international SW 
stations. Tube lineup is 12SA7 converter, 12SK7 IF, 12SQ7 detector, AVC 
and audio driver, a second 12SQ7 for BFO and ANL, and 35L6 audio output. 


These are transformerless sets so use a isolation transformer when 
servicing. 


For such a simple rig it actually works reasonably well, however the 12SA7 
does not really like frequencies above 15 Mc or so and thus don't expect 
much on the 15 and 10 metre bands. The bandspread on these works by 

moving a slug in the oscillator coils but otherwise the circuit is quite 
similiar to the orginal S-38. 


My EC-1B came with the orginal manual (only 4 pages, but includes 
the schematic and alignment instructions). Let me know if you want a copy.

As Brian Bjerkelund discourses 
Hi Gang: 
Today I picked up the above ‘scope in nice physical shape. It has a 


visible trace, but with no definition, just a big, fat blurry trace and 
focus has minimal effect. Deflection plates seem to be working, however. 


HV VV VV VV 


can't comment on the OS-8 series in particular, as my scopes are 
100% Tektronix. However, I can make some general comments on CRT 
issues in general. 


First of all, how are the power supplies that feed the CRT configured? 
Tek scopes use a 50Khz oscillator, but most older-style scopes like 
the RCA 158 and 160-B, P4 synchroscope, etc., use either a 2X2 anda 
high voltage winding on the power transformer or some combination of 
regular B+ and a B- rectifier off the B windings, or both. In any 


event, a small 3 inch low performance CRT typically ran on 750-1500 
volts between the cathode and the final accelerating electrode. 


Typical layout is the cathode, control grid, first acceleration anode, 
focus anode, second acceleration anode (connected to first anode), 
vertical deflection plates, horizontal plates. Voltages (relative 
values) should rise from zero at the cathode, to bias level (around 
-50 to -75 relative to the cathode at cutoff), to the final HV at the 
two accelerating anodes (750 or more). The focus electrode generally 
runs negative compared to the accelerating anodes. The average 
voltage (i.e., the voltage with the spot centered) on each of the 
deflection plate pairs should be close to the final accelerating 
voltage. Astigmatism is controlled by setting up a small differential 
voltage between the vertical plate average voltage and the 
accelerating anode voltage. This gives a focal voltage that is on the 
axis of the deflection plates. 


The cathode and "control grid" are in the form of a small cup for the 
cathode, with the heater inside, and the cathode oxide on the flat 
end. The “control grid" is a cup with a small hole in it. Focus is 
achieved by electronically forming a lens in the anode-focus-anode 
structure that projects the hole into the grid cup onto the screen. 


Older scopes (and I'm assuming the OS-8 is configured this way) ran 
the CRT cathode near ground and the high voltage high from ground. 
The deflection plates were AC coupled through blocking caps that had 
to block the difference between B+ and system high voltage. Leakage 
here will give lots of trouble, through it will generally also 
position the spot off the screen due to imbalance. 


There will be resistor networks in the high voltage section to provide 
spot positioning bias and focus control. These need to be insulated 
to high voltage. Leakage here causes problems. Also, you'll find 
some N-megohm resistors in the network. Usually, resistors in series 
to limit voltage across them to about 400 volts per resistor. Some 
work with an ohmmeter should allow you to draw these networks fairly 
easily and check for resistor rot (values gone very high compared to 
markings). Note: if using modern metal film resistors to replace, use 
1 watt and allow 300 volts max per resistor. 


The Plan B layout uses a large negative supply to shove the cathode 
and control grid down several hundred volts negative, and places the 
acceleration anodes and deflection plates near the B+ level. This 
allows DC connection from amplifiers to plates, and while the focus 
and astigmatism (if used) pots still need to be insulated, simplifies 
the setup for the high voltage end somewhat. Once again, dope out any 
resistor networks. The intensity pot will have a ton of high voltage 
on it, and must be insulated. Also, the CRT heater transformer has 


to be well insulated and tied to the -voltage to prevent 
heater-cathode breakdown in the CRT. 


Since you've got a spot and deflection, it's likely that your problem 
is either resistor rot in the networks or something pulling the 
deflection plates a long distance from the final acceleration anode 
voltage. 


If the scope uses post-deflection acceleration (I suspect it doesn't), 
this will be a separate connector on the CRT bulb. On a small CRT, if 
voltage is missing or low, generally the spot will be dim and mushy, 
but the real tip-off is that the deflection sensitivity is much too 
high. The PDA voltage tightens things up. 


The Tektronix "floating battery" CRT grid circuit was protected by a 
patent, and I think the only "pirates" were some of the Tek wannabe 
scopes of the early sixties bought by the US gov't. In this setup, 
there were two negative supplies, one for the CRT cathode, and one for 
the CRT grid. The CRT grid supply low end was connected to the 
intensity control and the unblanking gate fed to the low end as well, 
through an RC network. 


Most of these older scopes had very hazardous high voltage supply 
arrangements. Make a grounding stick (10K on a grounded meter probe 
works fine). Touch the end of the grounding resistor to each high 
voltage point with the power off and the scope unplugged. Put ground 
straps across any caps that carry high voltage, and use the grounding 
stick again before touching any HV components. The 2X2 supplies were 
real killers, but even the HV oscillator supplies can retain plenty of 
punch long after they are turned off.

Well I've got a real winner this time. I picked up a JT-350 a couple of years 
ago and just got a chance to look into it. The mice have had a hayday in there. 
After clearing out the mouse house and up to 1/2 inch of droppings the upper 
chassis appears to have about 80% heavy rust and corrosion with some leakage 
to the under side of the chassis with about 10% rust and corrosion. the worst 
is that the critters got into the transmitter and receiver vfo housing and the 
variable caps are badly corroded with the transmitter cap so bad that the 
plates have been spread apart enough that I doubt that it can be repaired 

All of the transformer cases have heavy rust on them and I am concerned about 
leakage of urine into the modulation transformer which has 2 terminals fed out 
the top of the case. I took the dremel tool with a wire wheel to a few select 
spots to see what happened and there is quite a bit of pitting into the surface 
of the metel chassis.The front panel has some rust but with a little TLC it 
should be recoverable. It may be possible to strip the unit down far enough to 
use a wire wheel and naval jelly to get the unit back but it's the worst case 
I've ever seen for a restoration project. There are so few of these units left 
that I hate to scrap it or use it for a parts unit but that may be the only 
thing left to do. Any one have any oppinions on what the best path might be. If 
I go for restoration, I'm going to need both main tunning caps, the antenna 
feedthru insulator and changeover relay, probably a number of loctal tube 
sockets from just the first inspection.
